When Franklin resumed his testi- 
mony he was asked the name called to 
his attention by Mr. Darrow with that 
of Lockwood during their,meeting in 
a cafe November 25. Franklin testi- 
fled Wednesday that Dgrrow had 
shown him the list of names of the 
ninth.

The other name was that of A. Kru- 
ger, said the witness. Lockwood and 
Kruger, he said, had been discussed by 
Darrow and himself. Others on the 
list who were considered unfriendly 
to.the McNamara defense were marked 
a aa said the witness. 

Jurors Given Warning. 

Persons drawn as jurors in the Mc- 
Namara trial who.were not considered 
friendly to the defense were given no- 
tice in time to evade service, said 
Franklin. 

Job Harriman, socialist candidate for 
mayor in Los Angeles last fall, and an 
assistant of Darrow in the McNamara 
defense, was present in court for the 
first time since the trial began and 
heard his name mentioned itn connec- 
tion with alleged bribe money. Frank- 
lin testified that when he called for the 
$4,000 at. Darrow’s office the latter told 
him:

“IT. reported to Mr. Darrow on the 
morning of November 26,” said Frank- 
lin, “that Mr. Lockwood would call at 
my office at 4:30 o'clock that after- 
noon: that Lockwood and I had ar- 
rived at an understanding with regard 
to the security of the money to be paid 
him, and that I was satisfied Lockwood 
would do what he had agreed to.

GOMEZ 10 PERMIT 


MARINES TO LAND 


U. 3, Gundoat Mil Protect 
American Property at Daigui 


Cuban Commarider Expects to 
Make a Decisive Move 
Against Rebels in Oriente 
Province Today—Rumors of 
Revolt in Capital. 


Havana, May $1.—-President Gomez 
tonight telegraphed General Montea- 
gudo, the commander-in-chief of the 
Cuban army, who is at the scene of 
hostilities in the province of Oriente, 
stating that the general might permit 
American marines to land on Cuban 
soil to guard foreign property. 

The dispatch added that the Ouban 
forces then might retire from guard- 
ing such places and devote themselves 
to pursuing the insurgents. 

The message of President Gomez was 
a report covering the history of the 
present revolt and the means taken 
by the government to suppress it. The 
message said the government had been 
successful in all the provinces except 
Oriente. It transmitte copies of the 
eorrespondence relating to.the uprising 
which had -passed ,\between Cuba and 
the United States, and also the copy of 
a dispatch sent to Genera] Monteagudo 
by the commandant of the American 
naval station at Guantagamo, ac- 
quainting General Monteagudo of his, 
intention to send the marines of the 
gunboat Paducah to Daiquiri to protect 
American property there. 

General Protests. 

Annexed to the message was General 
Monteagudo’s reply that he had ar- 
ranged for the protection of Daiquiri 
with ar ample force; that he could not 
consent to the landing of American 
marines without the acquiescence of 
his government, and protesting against 
the propvused actiqn as entirely unnec- 
essary. 

Interest .n Havana today centered 
on the question whether the United 
States gunboat Paducah would laad 
marines at Daiquiri to protect the 
property of tife Spanish-American Iron 
Company. It overshadowed completely 
all the reported occurrences from the 
theater of hostilities. 

The American legation today re- 
ceived advices from Daiquiri that the 
plant of the iron company had been 
attacked, but that its asgailants were 
held in check by forty guards, who 
later were reinforced by 100 other men. 
This combined force drove off the in- 
surgents and on the arrival of the Pa- 
ducah the fighting was over, and ap- 
parently there was no necessity for 
the aid of American marines. 

Later in the Gay Colonel Marti, chief 
of staff of the Cuban army, and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel’ Consuegra sailed from 
Santiago on the gunboat Hatuey for 
Daiquiri to explain to the commander 
of the Paducah the situation on shore 
and to inform him that there was no 
necessity for landing American forces. 

Rumor of Battle. 

There was great excitement this 
evening in Havana when several of 
the newspapers issued extra editions 
announcing that a battle had taken 
place not far from Santiago, in which 
many rebels. had been killed by the 
fire of the Cuban artillery. The gov- 
ernment tonight said there had been 
no battle, but that a collision had 
taken place between national and rebel 
forces, in which the former's artillery 
was brought Into play, apparently with 
good effect. The extent of the casual- 
ties, it was announced. was unknown.

“TO INSURE HIGH STANDARD 


F red Paxon, Victor Smith, Chi 
Haden and S. B. Marks Be- 
lieve That Education Board 
Should Be Vested With Full 


Commission of Twel¢e Men. 


Sentiment in favor of a charter 
amendment vesting full authority and 
responsibility in school affairs in a 
competent board of education with the 
privilege of levying a special school 
tax for schoo] purposes alone, is crys- 
tallizing into definite form. The need 
for such progressive action on the part 


and many prominent and well-know 
persons are in favor of such a move- 
ment. 

In making such a change, Atlanta 
would be getting into line with 80 per 
cent of the leading cities of the coun- 
try, which, through hard experience, 
advanced slowly to the point where a 
@pecial school tax and a board of edu- 
cation in which full authority is vested, 
and to which attaches all blame for 
anything that goes wrong. were rec- 
ognized as the only means of maintain- 
ing an adequate schoo] system. 

Far From Acceptable. 

While Atlanta has done as well as 
might be expected under conditions 
that hampered the best development of 
the schools, the situation has proven 
far from acceptable, and men and 
women of all classes are ready to in- 
dorse a movement looking to the bet- 
terment of the school system.

MYSTERIOUS LUNATIC 
KILLS SELF IN CELL 


N. H., May 31.—A myster- 
ious life inmate of the New Hamp- 
shire state prison, known as “John 
Doe,” no reliable information ever hav- 
ing been secured as to his full name or 
past history, committed suicide in his 
cell during the night by hanging him- 
self to a grating with a rope made 
from his mattress. 

On February 10, 1906, Doe and-an 
accomplice, Joseph Gouin, a. French- 
Canadian, after robbing a safe in 
Dover, boarded the St. John-Boston 
train at Rockingham Junction and kill- 
ed an Italian passenger in the smok- 
ing car. Both were captured after an 
exciting chase and on May 15, follow- 
ing. were sentenced to prison, Doe for 
life and Gouin for thirty years. 

Gouin wags transferred to the state 
hospital as an insane person and on 
April 22, escaped from that institutidn 
and is still atelarge. : 

On November 11, 1919, Doe secured a 
knife and ran amuck at the .prison, 
seriously retarding the physician, Dr. 
R. W. Gall-nger, and the deputy war- 
den, Frank D. Bailey. Since that time 
he has been in solitary confinement, be- 
ing regarded as the most dangerous 
man ever in custody in the New Hamp- 
Shire state prison.

The story is an 
old one in Atlanta. The price its sevegal repetitions has exacted is 
heavy. Perhaps the schoolhouse scan willbe the straw that 
breaks the back of the public patience. : 

The board of education is acquitted of culpability, in the mat- 
ter. (It is wholly justified, as President Daley declares, in declin- 
ing to assume responsibility for this disreputable condition of af- 
fairs. From the first, the board’s powers have been mainly imag- 
inary. Logically, it should have been given complete authority, 
not only as to the construction of school buildings, but also regard- 
ing each and every detail of the management of the school system. 
That it has not been given such authority is a patent and a shame- 
ful fact. At every turn, and wherever it sought to project im- 
provements or to modernize the school system, its hands have been 
tied either by council or council committees. This is not palatable 
talk, but it happens to be needed at this particular moment. 

Now that a scandal* bobs up as the inevitable result of this 
“butting in” policy, there is the same old side-stepping, the same 
old exasperating effort to shift blame and to mouth loudly about 
restitution—when a policy of ordinary common sense would have 
made restitution a matter of superfluity. 

Coming on the heels of the garbage-plant squabble—which pre- 
cisely parallels, in substance, the effects of a Brunswick-stew- 
mixture municipal policy—the school revelation is insufferable.

PROBE THESE RATE INCREASES. __ 


_ The state railroad commission has acted with commendable 
wisdom in initiating an investigation as to the justice and reason- 
ableness of freight rate increases sought to be put upon the southern 


and southeastern territory. Representatives of the state commissions 


of a several states involved, as well as spokesmen for commercial 
bodies from the same region, will meet in Atlanta June 3d to confer 
regarding ways and means in the premises. § ~- 

So complicated and conflicting are the schedules proposed to 
be altered, tha€-no definite estimate can be made of the total 
amounts which will, of course, come ultimately from the pockets of 
the consumer. But it is a conservative assertion that, in the aggre- 
gate, the hoist in tariffs will mount into millions annually. 

As far as the state commission’s experts have looked into the 
matter, the increases about to be imposed are not justified by the 
arguments advanced. We do not say this finding is infallible. But 
where the burden of living is already heavy upon the southern peo- 
ple, and where shippers rie ws have to do business under a strong 
handicap, it is the part of c sense to investigate thoroughly 
to the eid of determining the exact truth of the situation. In this, 
there is no unfairness to the railroads. They should court the inves- 
tigation if their cause is righteous. 

_ But, in behalf of the shippers, no less than in justice to the pub- 
lic which eventually pays the bills, the inquiry should not stop short 
of establishing the real facts. If the increases are shown to be 
reasonable, nothing more will be said or done. If the contrary is 
demonstrated, the interstate commerce commission may be relied 
upon to see equity enacted as between the parties-disputant.

New York, May 31.—The increasing 
consumption of candy in this country 
has been the subject of considerable 


comment at medical meetings here re- 
cently. F 

According to The New York Medical 
Journal, it is generally agreed that 
the food value of candy is beyond dis- 
pute and that it has a therapeutic use 


in certain forms of heart disease. The 
absence of fat, it seems, is an indica- 
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tion that children should not partake 
of it in unlimited quantities, although 
the only danger from eating it lies in 
the fact that it often is adulterated. 
“It is quite probable,” says this 
authority, “that candy used to be de- 
nied to children largely because they 
liked it so well. The puritanical idea

“The drawback in permitting the 
child to eat unlimited candy lies in 
the absence of fat. If the parent 
is warned to introduce sufficient quan- 
tities of the carbohydrates, by insist- 
ing upon the use of butter or oils in 
the diet, the child may generally eat 
even with distinct advantage. pe 

“The sole danger of candy eating 
lies in adulteration. Common sense 
will eventually put a stop to all food 


adulteration, meanwhile the candy lov- 
er may confine his palate to confec- 
tions of modest hue or to those mar- 
keted on honorable names.”

Mr. Dougherty says’ that 
notification of any trouble in the school 
came when the story of the general 
condition of the bond issue schools be-« 
came known through the press; and 
that as soon as he heard of it he tin- 
spected the schools. 

Mr. Dougherty says that the cracking 
and falling of,.the plastering is due to 
the use of green timber. When the 
timber shrank, says Mr. Dougherty, 
the plastering could not shrink aso, 
and it therefore became loose. 

“T take pride in the buildings which 
I have put up,” said Mr. Dougherty, 
“and I feel that an injustice has been 
done to me,” 

Mr. Dougherty has designed a num- 
ber of schools for the city, and with 
the exception of the present instance 
they have proven entirely satisfactory, 
and he states now his readiness to see 
that the needed repair work is done 
on the Lee Street school.

SOLID FOR OSCAR UNDERWOOD 


Members of the Gettysburg commis- 
sion from every state in the union, who 
met in Washington some days ago to 
arrange details of the commemoration 
of the battle of Gettysburg, July 1-4, 
1913, the sheatest peace celebration 
which the world has evér held, are 
practically unanimous in wishing that 
the corner stone of the monument to 
commemorate that event, to be laid to 
the president of the United States, will 
be laid by a southern man. 

Ana in connection with their wish 
but vne name is suggested, that of 
Oscat W. Underwood, of Alabama, the 
country’s greatest authorHy .on tariff, 
constructive statesman, and Georgia’s 
choice for the democratic nomination. 

This news is brought to the city by 
General Andrew J. West, Georgia's 
representative on the Gettysburg com- 
has just returned from 
the Washington meeting. 9 General 
West expressed himself as no less than 
astounded at the widespread sentiment 
for the southern man, and the charac- 
ter of the men who gave voice to it— 
former members of congress, govern- 
ors of states, senators and members of 
the cabinet, 

Th. commission met at the Raleigh 
‘hotel, where an entire floor was re- 
served for them, and everything for 
their pleasure was provided. There 
were probably seventy-five well Known 
men present, the delegation including 
territeriecs and colonies as well as the 
Btates. 

Among the numbet may be mention- 
ed General Lewis A. Grant, secretary 
of war under Garfield; General Luke 
E. Wright, secretary of war under 
Taft; General Felix H. Robertson, 
Texas; General Daniel E.° Sickles, 
New York; General R. H. Freer, 
West Virginia; Hon. H. F. Bartine, 
Nevada, and others. 

Congress has just appropriated $300,- 
000 for the celebration, of which the 
atate of Pennsylvania will pay one- 
In addition, Pennsylvania has 
pet aside $250,000 to entertain every 
veteran who attends the celebration, 
those who wore the gray as well as 
these who fought with Grant, and after 
reaching the famoys battlefield there 
will be absolutely no expense to the 
ol soldiers. Other states have follow- 
ed suit, and New York has appropri- 
g@ted $275,000 for the celebration, with 
geveral other states in proportion to 
their size and ability. : 

Ask for Appropriation. 

It is the plan of General West-.to 
go before the legislature in July and 
ask for a similar appropriation from 
Georgia, that the men who upheld the 
colers of this state as bravely as those 
who fought for the richest common- 
wealths of the union may receive the 
honor due them by attending the cele- 
bration in person. 

In addition General West will en- 
deavor to secure the aid of the state 
Authorities, the adjutant general or the 
pension commissioner to ascertain the

400 
army rarges, 50,000 mess kits and 
many other items. The government 
reservation will not be big enough to 
hold the crowds, and additional land 
is to be rented from April 1 to July 
20 at an‘expense of 316 per acre, which 
shows that nothing will be spared to 
make every feature of the gathering 
perfect. . 

The monument which will commem- 
Crate the event, the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of a bloody contlict between 
brothers, 18 to be as high as the Wash- 
ington monument, and is now Deing 
designed.

Washington, May 31.—By the de- 
cisive vote of 45 to 11 the senate to- 
day passed the house bill extending 
the eight-hour principle to contracts 
involving labor on government work. 
The negative votes were cast by Sena- 
tors Bradley, Dillingham, Dupont, Gal- 
linger, Heyburn, Oliver,’ age, Root, 
Sanders and Wetmore, republicans, and 
‘Percy, democrat.

Borah, in charge of the measure, and 
by Senator’ Bailey, of Texas, and Sena- 
tor Sanders, of Tennessee. Mr. Bailey 
and Mr. Sanders opposed the bill, the 
former on the ground that the govern- 
ment has no right to restrict the right 
of any man in the matter of labor, and 
the latter on the plea that private 
manufactiring concerns coulq not con- 
tinue to take government work with 
the, time limit imposed. 

The principle involved in the meas- 
ure has long been contended for by 
the labor interests. It provides that 
“every contract hereafter adopted for 
the government requiring the employ- 
ment of laborers or mechanics shall 
contain a provision that no laborer or 
mechanic doing any part of the work 
contemplated by the contract shall be 
required or permitted to work more 
than eight hours in one calendar day.’ 

A penalty og $5 is imposed for every 
violation of the provision.

Turned Down by Others. 

Franklin said he had entered into 
Megotiations with A. K. Kruger, and 
he had been “turned down” by three 
Others, Guy Yonkin, John S, Underwood 
and Frank Smth. The witness exhibit- 
ed much emotion when he related his 
conversation with Kruger, in which he 
said Kruger had told himthat anosher 
man had offered him $4,000 for his 
vote as a MacNamara juror.

Franklin testified that he had told 


to bribe Lockwood that had Darrow 
not been present when he was arrest- 
ed, he had intended to turn Lofk wood 
over to the police for accepting a 
bribe. 

“That was,’ asserted the witness, 
‘when I found Lockwood had turned 
traitor to me.”’ 

He said that when he saw detectives 
near the scene of the meeting with 
Lockwood, he knew he had been be- 
trayed. Darrow’s presence at thé place 
of Franklin's arrést, the latter ex- 
plained by saying that h- had been in- 
formed tnat Lecompte Davis, one of 
the associate counsel for the McNamara 
defense, had telephoned to Darrow, 
telling him that Franklin was about to 
get into trouble. Darrow, he said, had 
gone there to warn him. After his ar- 
rest,’ Franklin testified, Darrow had 
assured him that. his family would be 
looked after. Franklin related nu- 
merous conversations with Darrow, in 
Which the former's course was (dibs- 
cussed. He did not fear conyiction for 
the attempt to bribe Lockwood, he. 
said, but Lecompte Davis had been con- 
ducting negotiations with the district 
attorney with a view of getting the 
latter to accept a plea of guilty on 
the nart of Franklin. 

Would Pay Fine. 

In the event of such a plea, and the 
imposition of a fine of $5,000, as antici- 
pated, Darrow had told hfm, the wit- 
ness said, that he would pay the fine, 
and, in addition, give him $3,000; “‘the 
$3,000, said Franklin, “for the protec- 
tion of my family until I could rebuild 
my reputation in the community.” 

“I told Mr. Darrow,” continued 
Franklin, “that if the dis‘rict attor- 
ney accepted my plea of guilty and 
dismissed the other counts, and if he 
would care for my family, as promised, 
I would accept the proposition. 

“On another occasion,’ the witness 
said, “he had been informed by Davis 
that the latter had serious doubts of 
the acceptance of the district attorney 
of a plea of guilty. I asked him what 
would be the best procedure in that 
event, and he told me that he was not 
ready to concede his defeat along that 
line,” said Franklin, 

A plea of guilty and request for pro- 
bation also wags discussed. In that 
case, the witness said, Davis agreed to 


posed fine, and $3,000 in addition. 

At a later date a plan was suggested 
by Davis, said the witness, of invent- 
ing a story of a Franklin-Darrow go- 
between in order to save the latter, but 
Franklin told them, he said, that As- 
sistant District Attorney Ford would 
never believe his story. 


Harriman’s Name Mentioned. 

It was at this point that Darrow 
mentioned Harriman’s name, said the 
witness. 

“TI said it was a poor statement for 
him to make, implicating another par- 
ty,” said Franklin. -‘‘Then I told - Mr. 
Davis if he would assure me that I 
would not get over two years in the 
penitentiary, I would plead guilty, and 
fay nothing.” 7 

This practically concluded Franklin’s 
direct examination. 

In cross-examination the witness de- 
nied that he had been offered immuni- 
ty, Dut said he knew the law granted 
him immunity when he went on the 
stand for the prosecution. 

Chief Counsél Rogers was examining 
the witness as to the entries in his 
bank book, over repeated objections of 
the prosecution; when court adjourned 
until tomorrow.
